1831, and the average amount of their amuial fines is therefore not in- 
cluded in flic amount of the yearly income arising from those estates, as 
above stated. 

.3. The income arising from tlie estates of Minor Canons, 

Vicars Choral, 8cc., (sec Report aforesaid, page 156, col. xi.) 

amounts annually to - 10,525 19 6 

N.B. This income is appropriated to the sustentation of five ^ 

canons, KJ vicars choral, and 15 choiniien and choristers, in 

12 cathedral churches ; tlie same observations as the preceding, with 
respect to the real amount of yearly revenue, applies equally, but not to 
the same extent, to these corporations; as out of 66 tenants holding for 
terms of 21 years under them, the annual renewal fines of many are not 
included in the aver.age amount of yearly revenue for the three years, end- 
ing Dec. 1831, for the reason above-mentioned.

IN the case of any dean, dignitary or prebendary who lias cure of souls annexed to Ins dignity or 
prebend, the income belonging to such cure is left whole and untouched by the provisions of these Bills ; 
but if there be any rectory, vicarage, tithes or glebes, or part or parts thereof, annexed thereto, it is com- 
petent for the Lord Lieutenant and Council, on the next avoidance, under the 124th provision of the former 
Bill, to disunite them from and out of such dignity or prebend ; and to unite such rectory, vicarage, tUlies 
and glebes, or part or parts thereof, to the vicarages or perpetual or other curacies of such parishes 
respectively ; so that each such rectory, vicarage, tithes and glebes, or part or parts tbereot, shall, with 
its respective vicarage, perpetual or other curacy, form a distinct parish or benefice. 

And under the Bill of last year, the further powers given to the Lord Lieutenant and Council enable 
them, on the recommendation of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, to suspend, on the next avoidance, 
the appointment of clerks to dignities and prebends not having cure of souls, and to vest the emolumeuts 
thereof in the Commissioners, to be by them applied to the purposes to which their general fund is made

applicable; or, in case there siiall not be any vicar or curate in any parish, the tithes or glebes whereof 
may be appropriated to any dignity or prebend, it empowers thtui to lUsappropriate said tithes or glebes, 
or part or parts thereof, and to unite them to any neigiibouring rectory, vicarage or perpetual curacy, or 
to erect them into a separate benefice and parish, provided divine service shall be constantly and duly 
celebrated therein. 



Such being the provisions of the t^vo Bills, it is to be observed, in reply to this quere, that 
the Ecclesiastical Revenue Commissioners only required the dignitaries and prebendaries to return the 
amount of their revenues, exclusive of the amo’unt of any benelices with cure of souls, forming the corps 
of their respective dignities and prebends: it would therefore be extremely difficult to a.scertain what 
is the value of the benefices witii cure forming the corps of these dignities and prebends, which will be 
the provision left by the Church Temporalities Bill and the Bill of last year for deans, prebendaries, S:c. 
in case the tithes aiid glebes without cure shall be disappropriated therefrom. 

The Commissioners have, however, inquired into and ascertained the amount of revenue of sinecure 
dignities and prebends: as also, of tithes without cure appropriated to other dignities and prebends ; 
which appears to be as follows — (we 2d Report of Commissioners, p. 291) :

And, with reference to the provision which will remain for fBuildings and Parish Clerks, as referred to 
in the latter part of the foregoing qnere, it is to be observed tlint these expenses will be defrayed from 
aud out of the general fmui of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners ; the amount of which at present (taking 
into account recent demises) may be calculated at 33,000/. per annum; but which, when the Church 
Temporalities Acts and the present Bill come into full operation and effect, may be stated as follows :

* Were the present Bill in operation, the rent-charges (remitted 30 J. per cent.) which will enure to 
dignities and prehends, some of which are sinecures, will amount to 16.835 1. In the case of sinecure 
dignities aiul prebends, the revenues thereof are transferable to tbe general fund of the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners ; and isi the case of all other dignities and prebends, the tithes and glebes, without cure, 
may be di.sappropriatcd tlierefrom, and united to tbe vicarages or perpetual cures existing within the 
appropriate or neighbouring parishes, if these be insufliciently endowed ; but if the endowment for such 
vicars and curates he deemed suflicieut, then, and in such cases, these disappropriated tithes may, under 
the present Bill, bo also Iransrovred tn tbe general fund of the Commissioners; which provision, if carried 
into elTocf, will, it is cmiceivc<t. siiftice to supply any deficiency that may arise in such general fund, 
by the transfer of the revenues of bcuiofices, suspended under tbe 116th section of the Church Temporalities 
Act, to the purposes of the Reserve Fund.
